Apply Gladeamine 4 as a water or oil-water spray during warm weather when target weeds or woody plants are
actively growing. Application under drought conditions will often give poor results. Use low spray pressure to
minimize drift. Generally, the lower dosages specified on this label will be satisfactory for young, succulent growth of
susceptible weed species. For less susceptible species and under conditions where control is more difficult, use the
higher specified rates. Deep-rooted perennial weeds such as Canada thistle and field bindweed and man woody
plants usually require repeated applications for satisfactory control. Consult your State Agricultural Experiment
station or Extension Service weed specialist for recommendations from this label that best fit location conditions.

Do not allow product to come into contact with desirable, susceptible plants such as beans, cotton, fruit trees,

grapes, legumes, ornamentals, peas, tomatoes and other vegetables.

Spray Drift Management

A variety of factors including weather conditions (e.g., wind direction, wind speed, temperature and relative humidity)
and method of application (e.g., ground, aerial, air blast) can influence pesticide drift. The applicator must evaluate all
factors and make appropriate adjustments when applying this product. Droplet Size: When applying sprays that
contain 2,4-D as the sole active ingredient, or when applying sprays that contain 2,4-D mixed with active ingredients
that require Coarse or coarser spray, apply only as a Coarse or coarser spray (ASAE standard 572) or a volume
mean diameter of 385 microns or greater for spinning atomizer nozzles. When applying sprays that contain 2,4-D
mixed with other active ingredients that require a Medium or more fine spray, apply only as a Medium or coarser
spray (ASAE standard 572) or a volume mean diameter of 300 microns or greater for spinning atomizer nozzles.
Wind Speed: Do not apply at wind speeds greater than 15 mph. Apply this product only if the wind direction favors
on-target deposition and there are no sensitive areas (including, but not limited to, residential areas, bodies of water,
known nontarget species’ habitat, nontarget crops) within 250 feet downwind. If applying a Medium spray, leave one
swath unsprayed at the downwind edge of the treated field. Temperature Inversions: If applying at wind speeds
less than 3 mph, the applicator must determine, at or below nozzle height, if: a) conditions of temperature inversion
exist, or h) stable atmospheric conditions exist. Do not make applications into areas of temperature inversions or
unstable atmospheric conditions. Susceptible Plants: Do not apply under circumstances where spray drift may
occur to food, forage or other plantings that might be damaged or crops thereof rendered unfit for sale, use or
consumption.

The applicator must compensate for this by adjusting the path of
the aircraft upwind. Ground Boom Application: Do not apply with a nozzle height greater than 4 feet above the crop
canopy.

Mixing Instructions
Mix Gladeamine 4 only with water unless otherwise directed on this label. Add about half the water to the mixing
tank, then add Gladeamine 4 with agitation, and finally the rest of the water with continuing agitation. Note: Adding
oil, wetting agent or other surfactant to the spray mixture may increase effectiveness on weeds, but may also reduce
selectivity to crops, resulting in crop damage. Tank Mixing: When tank mixing, read and follow the label of each tank
mix product used for precautionary statements, directions for use, weeds controlled and geographic/other
restrictions. Use in accordance with the most restrictive of label limitations and precautions. Do not exceed label
dosages. Do not tank mix this product with any product containing a label prohibition against tank mixing with 2,4-D.

Mixing with Liquid Nitrogen Fertilizer

This product may be combined with liquid nitrogen fertilizer suitable for foliar application to accomplish broadleaf
weed control and fertilization in a single operation of corn, small grains or pastures. Use Gladeamine 4 in accordance
with directions for these crops provided in this label. Use liquid fertilizer at rates specified by the supplier or Extension
Service specialist. Test for mixing compatibility as described above before mixing in spray tank. A compatibility aid
such as Unite® or Compex® may be needed in some situations. Compatibility is best with liquid fertilizer solutions
containing only nitrogen; mixing with N-P-K solutions may not be satisfactory, even with the addition of a compatibility
aid. Pre-mixing 1 part Gladeamine 4 with up to 4 parts water may help in situations when mixing difficulty occurs. Fill
the tank about half full with the liquid fertilizer, then add the required amount of Gladeamine 4 under agitation.
Maintain agitation and complete filling the tank with liquid fertilizer. Apply immediately and continue agitation in spray
tank during application. Do not store the spray mixture. Application during very cold weather (near freezing) is not
advisable.

Sprayer Clean-Out
To avoid injury to desirable plants, equipment used to apply this product must be thoroughly cleaned before re-use or
applying other chemicals.
1. Thoroughly rinse and flush application equipment after use at least three times with water. Dispose of all rinse

water by application to treatment area or apply to non-cropland area away from water supplies.

2. During the second rinse, add 1 quart of household ammonia for every 25 gallons of water. Circulate the solution
through the entire system for 15-20 minutes ensuring all internal surfaces are contacted. Let the solution stand
for several hours, preferably overnight.
Flush the solution out of the spray tank through the boom.
Rinse the system twice with clean water, recirculating and draining each time.
Remove nozzles and screens and clean separately.
If equipment is to be used to apply other pesticides or agricultural chemicals to a 2,4-D susceptible crop,
additional steps may be required to remove all traces of 2,4-D, including cleaning of disassembled parts and
replacement of hoses or other fittings that may contain absorbed 2,4-D.

Application
Apply with calibrated air or ground equipment using sufficient spray volume to provide adequate coverage of target
weeds or as otherwise directed in specific use directions. For broadcast application, use a spray volume of 3 or more
gallons per acre by air and 10 or more gallons per acre for ground equipment. Observe states’ regulations specifying

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minimum spray volumes. In general, increase spray volume as crop canopy, height and weed density increase to
obtain adequate spray coverage. Do not apply less than 2 gallons per acre total spray volume by air or less than 10
gallons per acre total spray volume by ground. Specific crops may require higher volumes as described in the crop-
specific sections below. Rate Ranges and Application Timing: The lower dosages given will be satisfactory for
young, succulent growth of sensitive weed species. For less sensitive species and under conditions where control is
more difficult, the higher dosages will be needed. Apply Gladeamine 4 during warm weather when weeds are young
and actively growing. Spot Treatments: To prevent misapplication, apply spot treatments with a calibrated boom or
with hand sprayers using a fixed spray volume per 1000 sg. ft. as indicated below. Hand-Held Sprayers: Hand-held
sprayers may be used for Gladeamine 4 spot applications. Take care to apply the spray uniformly and at a rate
equivalent to a broadcast application. Application rates in the table below are based on the application rate for an
area of 1000 sq. ft. Mix the amount of Gladeamine 4 (fl. oz. or mL) corresponding to the desired broadcast rate in 1-3
gallons of spray. To calculate the amount of Gladeamine 4 required for larger areas multiply the table value (fl. oz. or
mL) by the thousands of square feet to be treated.

Apply
through standard boom systems in a minimum spray volume
of 5 gals per surface acre. For Microfoil® drift control
systems, apply Gladeamine 4 in a total spray volume of 12-
15 gals per acre. Apply to attain a concentration of 2-4 ppm
(See Table 1 below).

Restrictions:

e Do not apply more than 2.8 gals (22.7 pts) of this product (10.8 Ibs ae) per acre-foot of treated water per

application.

Do not apply within 1500 ft of an active potable or irrigation water intake.

Limited to 2 applications per season.

Minimum of 21 days between applications.

When treating moving bodies of water, applications must be made while traveling upstream to prevent

concentration of 2,4-D downstream from the application.

Do not treat areas that are not infested with aquatic weeds.

e Wind speed: Do not apply when wind speed is at or above 10 mph when making ground or surface
applications. Do not aerially apply when wind speed is greater than 5 mph. Wind speed restrictions do not
apply for subsurface applications used in submerged aquatic weed control programs.

e Irrigation: Unless an approved assay indicated that the 2,4-D concentration is 100 ppm (0.1 ppm) acid or
less, do not use water from treated areas for:

1. lrrigation other than non-crop areas or those crops or plants labeled for direction application of 2,4-D; or
2. Mixing sprays for agricultural or ornamental plants.

e Potable water: Unless an approved assay indicated that the 2,4-D concentration is 70 ppb (0.07 ppm) acid or
less, do not use water from treated areas for potable (drinking) water.

e Other uses of treated water: Except as stated above, there are no restrictions on use of water from treated
areas for fishing, watering of livestock or other domestic purposes.

Dissolved Oxygen Ratio: Fish require oxygen dissolved in water for life processes and a favorable water-oxygen
ratio must be maintained. Decaying weeds use up dissolved oxygen in water. Fish kill resulting from decaying plant
material can be prevented by: (1) treating the entire area when the weed mass is sparse and the rate of
decomposition will not be sufficient to disturb the water-oxygen ratio; or (2) if application is delayed until there is a
dense weed mass, at no more than one-half of a lake or pond at one time. For large bodies of weed-infested water,
apply product in lanes, leaving buffer strips at least 100 feet wide that can be treated in 4-5 weeks or when
vegetation in treated lanes has decomposed. During the growing season, decomposition of treated strips will usually
occur in 2-3 weeks.

Water Use:
1. Water for Irrigation or Sprays:

A. If treated water is intended to be used only for crops or non-crop areas that are labeled for direct treatment
with 2,4-D, such as pastures, turfgrass or cereal grains, the treated water may be used to irrigate and/or mix
sprays for these sites at any time after the 2,4-D aquatic application.

B. Due to potential phytotoxicity and/or residue considerations, the following restrictions are applicable: If
treated water is intended to be used to irrigate or mix sprays for unlabeled crops, non-crop areas or other
plants not labeled for direct treatment with 2,4-D, the water must not be used unless one of the following
restrictions has been observed:

i.  Asethack distance described in the Drinking Water Setback Table was used for the application; or
ii. A waiting period of 21 days from the time of application has elapsed; or
iii. An approved assay indicates that the 2,4-D concentration is 100 ppb (0.1 ppm) or less at the water
intake. See Table 3 for the waiting period after application but before the initial sampling at water
intake.
2. Drinking (Potable) Water:

A. Consult with appropriate state or local water authorities before applying this product to public waters. State
or local agencies may require permits. The potable water use restrictions on this label are to ensure that
consumption of water by the public is allowed only when the concentration of 2,4-D in the water is less than
the Maximum Contaminant Level (“MCL") of 70 ppb. Applicators should consider the unique characteristics
of the treated waters to ensure that 2,4-D concentrations in potable water do not exceed 70 ppb at the time
of consumption.

B. For submersed weed applications, the drinking water setback distances from functioning potable water
intakes are provided in Table 2: Drinking Water Setback Distance below.

C. If no sethack distance from Table 2 is to be used for the application, applicators or the authorizing
organization must provide a drinking water notification and an advisory to shut off all potable water intakes
prior to a 2,4-D application. Notification to the party responsible for a public water supply or to individual
private water users must be done in a manner to ensure that the party is aware of water restrictions when
this product is applied to potable water.

The following is an example of notification via posting, but other notification methods that convey the above
restrictions may be used and may be required in some cases under state or local law, or as a condition of a
permit;

Example: Locate the posting notification every 250 ft including the shoreline of the treated area and up to
250 ft of shoreline past the application site to include immediate public access points. Posting must include
the day and time of application. Posting may be removed if analysis of a sample collected at the intake no
sooner than stated in Table 3 shows that the concentration in the water is less than 70 ppb (100 ppb for
irrigation or sprays), or after 21 days following application, whichever occurs first.
